1. Claims 1.3-14,17-19,33-54,56-62,70,73-80 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art reference 
has been found to teach or suggest a QAM signal impairment detector as claimed. Applicant's 
appeal brief successfully overcame the final rejection of Oct. 30, 2007, as stated in the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences decision of September 14, 2010.
